DURING the Wilson administration, at the height of the YVil- 
son-Creed-Tumulty propaganda era, the various executive depart­ 
ments, bureaus, commissions and other agencies of the govern­ 
ment, were printing 2f>6 various publications, running all the way 
from daily newspapers to weekly and 
monthly magazines and 
journals of a very pretentious nature, and the cost of these differ­ 
ent publications was of course paid by the government. There are 
now. under a Republican administration, less than 40 government 
publications. 
Propaganda machinery cost the taxpayers of the country 
approximately $2,500,000 a year under the Democratic adminis­ 
tration. 
About every government official of any consequence had 
Ids own publicity bureau. 
These publications were ostensibly for 
the purpose of keeping the public informed of the activities of 
the various governmental agencies, but it was quite manifest that
